The Committee under Art. 2 of warrant Mar. 1, 1915, 
reports: 

Report of the Committee on Recommendation’ of the 
Town Auditor: 

Your Committee is very clear that all town funds should 
be deposited either in the name of the Town of Millis or in 
the nameof the town officer depositing such funds, with such 
descriptive name appended as: Treasurer, Collector, etc., that 
the depositary may have certain notice that the beneficial in- 
terest of the fund is in the Town of Millis. 

The most advisable method of deposit, in the opinion of 
the Committee is to have the fund stand in the name of the 
Town of Millis. 

Your Committee also approves the recommendation of 
the Auditor in regard to totaling and footing the vouchers of 
the various departments. The reason for its recommenda- 
tion is that such method obyiates the chance of inserting any 
unauthorized item at the bottom of the list without its inser- 
tion being apparent to the disbursing officer. 

In reference to the recommendation that all disburse- 
ments should be made by the Town Treasurer, your Commit- 
tee is unable to make any specific recommendation. ‘They 
have been handicapped by the absence of the third member of 
the Committee, and the two members who met were unable to 
agree upon a report. This recommendation, as the Com- 
mittee understands, will affect only the Water Department. 
At the present time, all departments, except the Water De- 
partment, send statements of their various accounts to the 
Town Treasurer, and the monies in payment of such ac- 
counts are disbursed by the Treasurer. These departments, 
other than the Department of Gypsy Moth Inspection do not 
collect any funds and therefore simply make requisitions on 
the Town Treasurer for payment of their accounts from the 
funds turned over to him by the Town Collector.

This agreement made this twenty-first day of April, 
A.D. 1915, by and between the Town of Millis, Massachu- 
setts, hereinafter called the Town, and Herbert F. Allen of 
Arlington, Massachusetts.

Our schools are well organized, and, we believe, they 
are making excellent progress with the improvements of the 


‘present year. We ought not to be content with this, how- 


ever, but should look ahead to see what can be done to fur- 
ther improve both the organization, the equipment and the 
product. Here are some of the things which might be done. 
The Ellice School building needs to be painted, or else the 


~ outside walls should be shingled. The building is old and 


difficult to heat. Shingling over tke loose clapboards would 
serve to save fuel and add to the comfort of the children. 


The Adams School should be provided with modern 
sanitary arrangements. It would be a fine movement to es- 
tablish a course in Household Arts and Domestic Science. 
The State Board of Education now allows the graduates of 
the Domestic Science Department in the Framingham 
Normal School to teach elementary science in State aided 
high schools. We could employ one of these graduates to 
teach in our high school and establish the Household Arts 
course without adding greatly to the expense. A lunch 
room ought to be fitted up for those children who have to be 
away from home during the noon hour. The Adams School 
should be provided with electric lights. The inside walls of 
the new building have never been tinted or painted and they 
are becoming unsightly with the accumulation of dirt. Ap- 
paratus for the use of the children on the play ground would 
be acceptable. 


The age of admission should be raised so that none 
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
